W hen 
there Is a poor diet th is layer may 
be destroyed, show ing 
cracks 
or 
areas of roughness which allow the 
decay to enter the deeper p arts and 
to perm it Infection. 
To keep the enam el In 
proper 
condition, It is im portant th a t the 
, diet should contain sufficient lime, 
phosphorus and other 
food 
ele­ 
ments. 
T here should be nlentv of 
1 substances yielding vitam in D. This 
assists in th e grow th of the teeth 
and Insures strong bone develop- I 
ment. 
Foods which supply these 
de­ 
mand:; of th e teeth are th e foods 
which should be contained In every 
body’* daily diet. 
They 
include 
plenty of m ilk, b u tter 
and 
eggs. 
These are th e m ost common foods 
I which give an abundance of this 
vital elem ent spoken of as vitam in 
i D. Of course there are other foods 
which will supply th is vitam in, and 
Insure good lime developm ent. Such 
foods os codliver oil, fish oils, suet, 
butter and egg yolk are highly rec­ 
ommended.
